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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1S24. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
BoIIes, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon^ 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE 11. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in Con- 
necticut; and to act as agent of the Baptist churches and people of the state in ad- 
vancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, particularly in promoting the mis- 
sionary, educational and philanthropic interests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual session being entitled to representation by its pastor and 
by one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members 
and for each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall 
have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National boards and officers of the Northern 
Baptist Convention residing within the state, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed in accordance with 
the Constitution and By-Laws; and Officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, the Connecticut Baptist 
Men’s Council and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be delegates, ex- 
officio, to the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accorded to 
such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President,, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
bank, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Con- 
vention, 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, shall be elected by ballot at 
the annual session and shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session or until their successors have 
been chosen. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common practice per- 
tain to their respective offices. 
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Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, 
the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall 
elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an 
officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President and’ the Second Vice-President of the Convention, and forty- > 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual session of the Convention 
for terms of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members shall expire each year. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Man- 
agers for terms of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the former 
Constitution, and for terms of two years those trustees who have two years to serve 
under the former Constitution; and, in addition to these, the Convention at the annual 
session at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members for terms of 
three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen members, not including 
such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occuring from other causes than the expiration 
of terms, shall be elected at each annual session for terms of three years. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President and Vice-President of 
the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the Presidents of the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Men's Council, the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship and the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society, and such representatives of national societies of the 
Northern Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by them to serve on the Committee 
on Promotion shall be, ex officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen and women. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the authority of 
the Convention when the later is not in session. 

Section 6. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by By-Latvs 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-third vote of all the delegates 
present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice in writing 
to the clerks of the churches entitled to representation by delegates. ' 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Wednesday in October, at 7:30 p. m. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of 
the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number 
shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Program Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, excepting the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the differemt 
departments of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the accepted 
rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be from May 1 to April 30. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year 
to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, consisting of five 
members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven, or more, 
members, including the Presidents of the Convention, the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention and the pastor 
of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each Association, elected by the 
Association (at their annual meetings) . The member from the Association in which 
the annual session of the Convention is to be held shall be Chairman. Vacancies on 
the committee shall be filled by appointment by the President of the Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each Association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members represent- 
ing all the Associations. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 

ARTICLE III. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President of the Convention for three years and, so far as prac-

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ticable, represenring all the associations, and so constituted that the terms of its 
members shall expire yearly. Three members of the Council shall be laymen, and the 
Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The Chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Convention. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and associational councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL . 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion, and those delegates shall constitute the Committee of the Convention on matters 
relating to cooperation with that organization. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I, MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual session of the 
Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on the 
opening day of the next annual session of the Convention. 

s 

Section 2. Special meetings may be'called by the President at any time, and 
shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

Section 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, 
unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating 
a vacancy. Removal of a member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 
The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occuring in its memhership between an- 
nual sessions of the Convention. 

Section 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his 
absence, the First Vice-President shall' preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall 
choose a chairman, pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its 
proceedings. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. It shall 
have power to appoint an Executive Secretary; a Director of* Christian Education, a 
Treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing; Auditors to 
examine and certify the accounts of all financial officers; and such other agents as may 
be needed properly to conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salaries of the 
same and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers, in 
accordance with the rules laid down in these By-Laws. 
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Section 2. Authority in all financial and business matters, shall rest with the 
Board, including the investment of funds, the raising and spending of money for the 
work of the Convention, and the preparation and supervision of an annual budget 
providing for the work of all departments. 

Section 3. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention for raising and remitting money in this 
state for the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention, on terms to be 
mutually arranged. 

Section 4. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in this state. 

Section 5. At its first meeting of ter the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint from its membership the following Standing Committees: 

(1) Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the President. 

(2) Committee on Christian Education, consisting of not fewer than seven 
members. 

(3) Publicity Committee, consisting of not fewer than five members. 

(4) Committee on Bilingual Work, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(5) Committee on Aided Churches, consisting, so far as practicable, of one 
member from each association. 

(6) Committee on Evangelism, consisting, so far as practicable, of one member 
from each association. 

(7) Committee on Social Action, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(8) Committee on Promotion, consisting of nine, or more, members. In addi- 
tion, the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the national societies 
of The Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one mem- 
ber, who shall be, ex-officio, a member of the Board of Managers. 

(9) Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than seventeen (17) mem- 
bers, including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First and Second Vice-Pre- 
sidents, the Chairmen of the Standing Committees of the Board and, ex-officio, the 
President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

Section 6. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually 
to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Finance Committee 

(1) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Managers. The Chairman shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer 
drawn by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, upon authorization by 
the Board of its Executive Committee. 

(2) The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention to be 
loaned to any officer, legal adviser, member of the Board of Managers, or any cor- 
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poration or business ^enterprise in which any of them, is personally interested; or per- 
mit the use or handling of the permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any 
way except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(3) The Committee shall see that all financial agents of the Convention make 
their reports covering the same period. 

(4) The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business and report its 
transactions to .the Board of Managers, and make such reports as may be requested 
to the Convention, in conjunction with .the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Christian Education 

(1) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Christian 
education in its different phases, including church school and young people’s activities, 
teacher-training, church vacation schools, and all other lines of instruction and study 
included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the local 
church. 

(2) The Committee shall maintain close cooperation with The American Bap- 
tist Publication Society and the Council on Christian Education of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s 
work of Christian education. 

(3) The Committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(4) The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 

Section 3. Publicity Committee 

The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of THE CON- 
NECTICUT BAPTIST, appointing a Business Manager and cooperating with him 
or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. It shall undertake also the 
distribution of such literature as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs 
of the Convention. 

Section 4. Committee on Bilingual Work 

The Committee on Bilingual Work shall have charge of the work conducted 
by the Convention with foreign peoples, cooperating with the Executive Secretary in 
promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 5. Committee on Aided Churches 

The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the Con- 
vention in aided English-speaking churches, cooperating with the Executive Secretary • 
in promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 6. Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which the 
Convention shall cooperate with the churches in promoting evangelism with the state. 

It shall seek particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by the 
Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session.

Section 7. Committee on Social Action 

The Committee on Social Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the 
direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies 
and the social action departments of other religious organizations; and, from time to 
time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes meriting consideration. 

Section 8. The Committee on Promotion 

The Committee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Man- 
agers, shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Council on 
Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising there- 
from commonly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of 
agreement with The Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to the 
Convention and the Council such reports as may be required. 

« 

Section 9. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or January, and 
in June or July, and shall hold special meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the 
President. It shall transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the 
Board; provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, un- 
less approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with 
power. It shall make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Managers. Seven 
(7) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. All Standing Committees named in this Article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reportss to the 
Board of Managers when necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary 

(1) The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Convention, 
under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. He 
shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to 
advise concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(2) It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, particu- 
larly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be opportunity, and to seek to lead 
them into increasing participation in the work of the denomination. 

(3) He may not pledge financial aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that with the consent of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, he may in emer- 
gencies expend not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply 
preachers for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in 
such churches. 
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(4) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of publishing The Con- 
necticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Director of Christian Education 

The Director of Christian Education, under the direction of the Executive 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Education, 
shall have charge of the work of Christian education. He shall report annually to the 
Convention. 

Section 3. Treasurer 

(1) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing or investing the same as directed by the 
Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Convention, 
and reflorting and accounting to the Convention annually, and quarterly, if directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(2) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

(3) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as 
the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 4. Auditor . 

The auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the 
Finance Committee, or quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

(1) All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report of 
the churches has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

(2) Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support 
from their local constituencies. 

(3) No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment oi 
the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is, therefore, required that any church without a pastor applying for aid shall 
confer with the Executive Secretary or the Committee on Aided Churches before the 
choice and settlement of a f>astor. 

(4) No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Board of Managers shall 
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have been obtained; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500, or 
more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust 
of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board 
of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made thereto at any session of the 
Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice 
in writing to the clerks of all the churches entitled to representation by delegates. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of this organization should appear as "The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The Executive Secretary of the Convention will 
advise persons wishing to make bequests for the uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purpose of any particular object. Gifts of money 
ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be accepted and interest according 
to the established annuity rates paid to the donor during life. This plan has the ad- 
vantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life, while 
assuring the Convention p{ the entire amount of money desired to be given at the 
death of the donor, without any deduction for the settlement of the estate. The 
Executive Secretary will furnish full information upon request. 
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MINUTES 

OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 
Central Baptist Church, Norwich 
October 20, 21, 22, 1943 

The One Hundred and Twentieth Annual Session of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the Central Baptist Church, Norwich, Connecticut, Rev. Charles 
F. Banning, D.D., Minister, October 20, 21, 22, 1943. 

Theme: The Christian Way to World Conquest. 


Wednesday evening, October 20 

The first session was called to order by President David P. Gaines at 7:30 P.M. 
The Convention Hymn: 

"Faith is the Victory 
That overcomes the World.” 

was sung, after which prayer was offered by Rev. Daniel G. Rider, First Church, West 
Hartford. 

The President introduced Dr. Joseph C. Robbins, the President of The North- 
ern Baptist Convention, who spoke on, "The World Out-Reach of the Christian 
Church.” Dr. Robbins presented in outline some of the basic realities of the Christian 
Church, sketching the history of the missionary enterprise which has led to the plant- 
ing of the church throughout the world. He reviewed the contribution of The North- 
ern Baptist Convention to the program of spiritual outreach, emphasizing the evangelical 
character of its ministry. He closed with a vigorous plea to sustain the World 
Emergency Forward Fund through which we are privileged to minister to human needs 
everywhere, to those in uniform, prisoners of war, to the stricken of China and to all 
men everywhere, the great truth that God is near. 

The President named the Committee on Place and Preacher for the Convention 
in 1944: Chairman Rev. Horace B. Sloat, D.D.; Rev. Wm. V. Allen; Rev. O. P. 
Churchill; Rev. P. D. Chamberlain; Mrs. B. N. Timbie; Mrs. B. B. Phillips. 

The choir of Central Church rendered an offertory anthem. / 

Following announcements by Pastor Dr. Charles F. Banning concerning arrange- 
ments for entertainment, the President presented Rev. Wm. S. Abernethy, D. D., 
Pastor Emeritus Calvary Church, Washington, D. C., who delivered the first in a 
series of worship messages. Dr. Abernethy’s subject was, "Winning Our Victories in 
Advance,” based on John 16:33, the declaration of Jesus: "I have overcome the World.” 
Dr. Abernethy pointed out the fact that God wins His victories in advance. Christ 
already had won the essential victory when, on the eve of his betrayal, he bade his 
Disciples to be of good cheer — -"I have overcome the World.” He made a strong 
plea for the observance of the family and individual morning watch. The 3:00 P.M. 
victory is won often at 7:00 A. M. The church must be alert to its responsibility in 
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the present world crisis. We cannot wait until the War is Over to find a solution for 
the problems of the next generation. 

"Lead On, O King Eternal” was sung, after which Dr. Elbert E. Gates pro- 
nounced the benediction. 

Thursday morning, October 21 

President Gaines called the meeting to order at 10:00 A. M. and announced 
the theme hymn of the day "My Faith Looks- Up To Thee.” Rev. William Berriman, 
pastor at Fitchville, offered prayer. 

Dr. Charles F. Banning, pastor of the entertaining church and chairman of the 
Program Committee, extended a word of welcome to delegates and visitors, and pre- 
sented the program, subject to such alterations as may be necessary from time to time. 

President Gaines called attention to the fact that it would not be necessary for 
the delegates to meet as Associational units at 11:40, due to a change in the By-Laws 
which calls for the selection of the members of the Nominating Committee at the time 
of the annual Associational Meetings. 

Following the singing of the hymn, "All Glory, Laud and Honor,” Vice-Presi- 
dent Amasa D. Pierce took the chair and President Gaines delivered the Annual Mes- 
sage. His emphasis was on spiritual priorities. Having reviewed the past year, with 
its multiplied difficulties, he raised the question whether we had made progress in the 
things that matter most. All of us concede the necessity for plans and programs but 
are they always means to an end, are we more diligent and steadfast in our personal 
spiritual life? It is inevitably true: "That we must go deeper before we can go far- 
ther.” We are to be "a peculiar people” in respect to Christian character, to a 
larger understanding of the interpretation of the Christian faith, and its mission to 
the world. 

Chairman Clifton D. Gray, Jr., presented the Report of the Connecticut Coun- 
cil of Churches and Religious Education. Report adopted.

Dr. Terrell presented the new pastors and President Gaines extended a welcome 
on behalf of the Convention. Rev. Daniel G. Rider responded on behalf of the group. 

An offering was taken. 

At the request of Rev. J. Edward Harris, preacher of the Convention Sermon, 
Dr. Gates read the scripture, and Rev. Ellis Gilbert offered prayer. Following the sing- 
ing of a hymn "O God, Our Help In Ages Past,” Mr. Harris preached the sermon. 
Text: Isaiah 1:3, Subject: "The Pertinence of the Prophets’ Indictment.” The 
speaker traced God’s dealing with his chosen people, illustrating how despite their 
waywardness he was always forgiving and eager to lead them back. The basis of our 
relationship with God depends upon our willingness to be led of Him. Isaiah presents 
God as full of compassion and mercy but also true to the quality of justice. Mr. 
Harries dramatically presented the present world situation full of unchristian prejudices 
and racial injustices. The answer is to be found in man’s return to God in penitence 
and faith. 
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Following the singing, “O Light, From Age to Age the Same,” the session ad- 
journed with prayer. 

A luncheon was served in the church dining room at 12:30. One hundred and 
fifty shared the luncheon fellowship. 

Thursday afternoon, October 21 

Vice-President Pierce called the meeting to order at 2:00 P. M. 

Hymn, “Lead On, O King Eternal” was sung, followed with prayer by Rev. 
Franklin F. Ellis, pastor of Groton Heights Church, 

The Executive Secretary, Dr. Wm. Sale Terrell, presented the Report of the 
Board of Managers and the Departments of Christian Education and Promotion, call- 
ing attention to the fact that the three reports have been printed and bound together 
for convenience in distribution. The Report was accepted.

Following the adoption of the Report on Christian Education, Rev. Albert W. 
Sheckells, Director of Christian Education for the Massachusetts Convention, delivered 
an address on the new educational achievements in Baptist churches. Assisted by the 
Achievement Chart, Mr. Sheckells presented the Achievement Program, emphasizing 
several of the ten points of the Achievement Chart. 

After the singing of the hymn, “We Are Living, We Are Dwelling,” an 
offering was taken. 

Mrs. Leroy M. Bennett, Second Vice-President, presided over the next section of 
the session, presenting Mrs. Major L. Johnson, President of the State Woman’s Mis- 
sion Society, who reviewed the work of the year and presented Mrs. John H. McLean, 
the Corresponding Secretary, in turn who presented the Annual Report of the Society. 
Report accepted.

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■ Mrs. Bennett introduced Mrs. Franklin O. Nelson, Burma, who spoke on the 
topic: "A Day With the Chins.” Mrs. Nelson sketched the everyday life of the 
Chins, emphasizing the fact that the acceptance of Christianity means a change in 
ethical ideas and standards of living, producing reliable and trustworthy individuals. 
The economic situation is a serious problem, but the moral and spiritual problem is 
even greater. 

President Gaines returned to the chair and following the singing of the hymn, 
“We’ve A Story To Tell to the Nations,” Dr. Abemethy gave his second devotional 
address. Subject: “Faith’s Ladder,” based on Hebrews 11 & 12. As the figure of 
the ladder suggests, progress can be made in the life of faith if we are willing to pay 
the price for it: it is a ladder to be climbed. Dr. Abemethy pointed out the funda- 
mental lines by which faith can be increased. The sincere prayer of the seeker for 
more faith is: “Lord, I believe, help thou my unbelief.” 

Supper Session. At 5:30, the Convention unofficially assembled in the dining 
room of the First Church for a "Home Front Dinner.” Six of the pressing problems 
now facing the home front were discussed in a series of five-minute addresses: (1) 
“The Home-Front’s Number One Saboteur,”Rev. Wayne Womer; (2) “Tensions on 
The Home Front,” Rev. Major L. Johnson; (3) “Discoveries on The Home Front,” 
Rev. Albert E. Couch; (4) “Recruiting the Home Front,” Rev. H. M. Foreman; (5) 
“Concerned Protestant Action on the Home Front,” Rev. Everett A. Babcock; (6) 
"The Convention and the Home Front,” Rev. David P. Gaines. One hundred twenty- 
five persons were present. 


Thursday evening, October 21 

The evening session was convened by President Gaines at 7:30 o’clock in the 
sanctuary of the First Church. Following the singing of the hymn, “Stand Up For 
Jesus,” Rev. George Hensel, King’s Highway Church, Bridgeport, offered prayer. 

A short drama on “What’s the Difference?” was presented by the youth group 
of Central Church. 

President Gaines announced the meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society and presented the Secretary, Rev. Harry W. Rogge, who presided in the ab- 
sence of President Dr. Edwin T. Settle.

Following the adjournment of the meeting of the Education Society, President 
Gaines returned to the chair and presented Rev. J. Melvin Prior, who spoke on "Re- 
cruiting for the Ministry.” Mr. Prior called attention to the recent action of The 
Northern Baptist Convention in the formation of a special committee on recruiting for 
the ministry. Mr. Prior is chairman of the committee. He emphasized the need of 
an intelligent and constructive program for inducing qualified young men and young 
women to enter wholetime Christian service. One of the urgent needs of the church 
is for an adequately trained ministry. There are no short cuts and nothing is too 
good for Jesus Christ. 
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President Gaines presented Dr. Terrell, who, had charge of the special service 
in recognition of those who represent us in the armed forces. Dr. Terrell led in a 
Service of Dedication of a Convention Service Flag Poster on which were the figures 
2725, representing the total number on the service flags of the churches of the Con- 
vention. The address was given by Chaplain Albert E. Stone, formerly pastor at 
Winsted and Putnam, and now stationed at the Coast Guard Academy, New London. 
Captain Stone sketched the activities of the chaplain in an encouraging and helpful 
address. 


During the offering an offertory solo was sung. 

A feature of the Service Flag Dedication was the singing of "O God of 
Mercy,” a hymn written by the late Rev. P. A. Kilmister and sung at the dedication 
of the sanctuary September, 1942. 

Dr. Abernethy closed the evening session with his third devotional message. 
Subject: "Let Me Tell You A Secret,” based on the scripture: "The secret of the 
Lord is with them that fear Him.” Dr. Abernethy called attention to the proper 
translation of this verse: "The secret of the Lord is understood by those who reverence 
Him.” Applied to the experience of worship, we often fail to get anything out of a 
church service because we bring nothing to it. "The Secret of the Lord” is revealed 
in the worship experience to those who really and truly seek Him reverently. 


Friday morning, October 22 

The Convention was called to order by President Gaines at 10:00 A. M. He 
presented Rev. Frank J. Coleman, chairman of the Obituary Committee, who made 
his report and led in a memorial service. The hymn, "For All The Saints Who From 
Their Labor Rest” was sung. Mr. Coleman gave a brief meditation and led in a 
period of silent prayer. The memorial service concluded with the singing of the hymn, 
"Peace, Perfect Peace.” For the report:

President Gaines called attention to some confusion resulting from the recent 
change in the By-Laws of the Convention, by which the Associational representatives 
on the Nominating Committtee are to be elected at the Association Meetings rather than 
at the time of the State Convention. Since this By-Law has riot been complied with 
in three instances, the chair ruled that in the .Associations where they have not elected 
members to the Nominating Committee, the President shall appoint representatives, 
and suggested that the officers of said Associations indicate to the President someone 
to serve from their Association. 

At the suggestion of the Program Committee, it was Voted to extend by fifteen 
minutes the afternoon session.

The report was accepted. Following a ruling by the chair, to the effect that it is not 
necessary to Vote by ballot, opportunity having been given to make nominations from 
the floor, a motion prevailed that the chairman be empowered to cast one ballot for 
those whose names had been presented. Mr. Swetnam cast the ballot and President 
announced the election. 

President Gaines asked the privilege of making the following statement: "I 
wish to assure the members of the Convention of my appreciation of the honor shown 
me and thank you for the action relieving me of the responsibilities of this office. I 
cannot say too much for the successor whom you have elected. I know his spirit. I 
remember his very cooperative attitude as First Vice-President and I am sure that 
under his leadership we are going to continue the good work we have been doing. It 
is a great source of pride and satisfaction to me, as a pastor, that we have a layman 
who is interested enough to give of his time and who is qualified for the work of this 
office.” 
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The report of the Committee on Promotion was presented by the chairman, 
Rev. J. Melvin Prior. Adopted.

President Gaines called attention to the fact that Rev. Joseph A. Elder, pastor 
at Bozrah, had been a pastor for fifty years. Mr. Elder was presented to the Conven- 
tion and was received with hearty applause. He responded briefly, emphasizing the 
goodness of God to the Convention and to him personally during the years of his 
ministry. 

Miss Ruth E. Finwall, Commissioner for the Woman’s Division of the World 
Emergency Forward Fund, was presented and spoke on the topic, “For the Love of 
Christ Constraineth Us.” Miss Finwall presented the challenge of the Post War 
World, emphasizing our relationship to it through the W. E. F. F. She emphasized 
the fact that the only truly compelling motive in all of our program for the relief of 
human need is the constraining love of Christ. 

Hymn, "My Faith Looks Up To Thee,” after which Dr. Elmer A. Fridell, 
recently elected Secretary of The American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, addressed 
the Convention on "The New Day.” Dr. Fridell sketched a picture of the world in 
its need and proceeded to indicate some of the features of the New Day. First, there 
is a new sense of interdependence abroad in the world; second, there is a new moral 
courage in the world and, third, there is a new determination to cooperate to the end 
that His Kingdom might come in all the world. It is our responsibility to make The 
New Day — the better day, which can come only as "the leaven” of Christianity bears 
witness to the faith that is ours in Christ. 

Hymn, "Faith Of Our Fathers.” 

Dr. Abemethy gave the fourth devotional message. Subject: "The Seats Are 
All taken,” basing his message on the incident found in Luke 18, when the Disciples 
requested seats on His left and right hand. Jesus’ reply, in fact was, "The seats are 
all taken.” The tragedy of the church is that 75% occupy the grandstand, while 25% 
"play the game.” Dr. Abemethy called attention to the tragic waste of man-power. 
What if all of it could be geared up with the Kingdom of God and the Church! 

At 12:30 two luncheons were held, one for women and the other for men. 
Mrs. Major L. Johnson presided at the Woman’s Luncheon, attended by 81. Miss 
Finwall spoke, calling attention to special literature prepared for the W. E. F. F. and 
outlining the women’s responsibility in raising the Emergency Fund. Rev. O. P. 
Churchill, President of the State Ministers’ Conference, presided at the Men’s Lunch- 
eon, attended by 57 ministers and laymen. Dr. Fridell and Dr. Abemethy were guests 
and spoke briefly. 

Friday afternoon, October 22 

President Gaines called the meeting to order at 2:00 P. M. 

Hymn, "A Charge To Keep I Have.” Prayer was offered by Rev. Alex. H.

Dr. Fridell delivered a sermon on "The Patience of Jesus,” text, Mark 8:31. 
Carefully and thoughtfully. Dr. Fridell reviewed the ministry of Jesus in the Gospels, 
pointing out the varied manifestations of His Divine quality of patience, — a quality 
greatly needed in the world of today. Jesus is still setting us a needful example of 
patience: for the church, for ministers and for everyone who has to live with his fel- 
lowman. 

President-elect Amasa D. Pierce took the chair and, after some inaugural re- 
marks in which he pledged his best endeavor to the Convention, asked the people for 
their prayers and active support. 

Hymn, "I Need Thee Every Hour” was sung, after which Mr. Pierce presented 
Miss Mary Beth Fulton, Field Representative of The Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board, who addressed the Convention on the topic: "Eternal Vigilance.” Miss 
Fulton called attention to the heritage of liberty which sometimes is unduly stressed 
by the local church. We shall fail to respect the principle of liberty unless we are 
motivated by the higher law of liberty. The M. & M.^ Board is a practical demon- 
stration of the higher law of life. The church shoulci certainly be as generous as 
industrial concerns that make provision for those who have served them long and well. 
There are over 1200 "servants of the church” who are too old to gain through the 
M. &.M. Pension but who, nevertheless, are the responsibility of the church. 

Mr. Pierce called on Mr. Prior for a report as chairman of a special committee, 
to draft suitable resolutions in recognition of the long and faithful service rendered 
by Mr. Gaines, as President of the Convention. The resolutions which follow were 
tirsanimously adopted. 

1. In gratitude for his years of untiring service and meticulous attention to the 
work of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, with particular reference to 
his six years of service as our President; 

2. In appreciation of his unwavering fortitude, calmness of spirit and faith in 
the midst of personal suffering and loss of loved ones; 

3. And being grateful for his witness to his faith in the work of his church 
and in many areas of the Convention; 
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4. Be it Resolved, that this 120th Annual Meeting of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention give thanks to God for the leadership of David P . Gaines, and 

5. Be it furthet Resolved that we express our appreciation and pledge our 
continuing affection to him, applying to him this thought, — 

"He is as constant as the Northern Star, whose true 
fixed quality has no fellow in the firmament.”

Mr. Gaines responded briefly with feeling. 

The Report of the Resolutions Committee was presented by the chairman, Rev. 
F. Gordon Jaynes. Following a brief discussion and comment the Resolutions were 
adopted.

In presenting Dr. Abernethy for his fifth devotional message, President Gaines 
expressed the Convention’s appreciation of the splendid contribution he had made to 
the Convention program. Dr. Abernethy spoke on; "One Man Did It,” using for 
his scripture Deut. 33:27. 

At six o’clock the All-Convention Dinner was served in the dining room. Two 
hundred twenty-seven, all who could be accommodated, were served. Several tables had 
been reserved for the young people. Following a brief program the "State Convention 
in Motion Pictures” was presented — the centennial of the Niantic Church, the annual 
Woman’s House-Party at Hartford Seminary and the Young People’s Assembly at 
Suffield. 

Friday evening, October 22 

At 7:30 o’clock, President Gaines called the session to order in the sanctuary. 
Following the singing of "O Worship The King,” Rev. L. H. Pillsbury of the Central 
Thompson Church led the Convention in prayer. 

Dr. John W. Decker, Secretary of the International Council, spoke on the topic, 
"The World Mission of the Church Today and Tomorrow.” Dr. Decker pointed out 
that despite the fact that we are living in one of the darkest hours of the world s 
history, the influence of the church as the light of the world is being felt in every 
nation. The three aspects of the future are: difficulties, opportunities and challenge. 
Just now the world is undergoing the most complete destruction ever experienced — 
out of which will come revolutionary changes which will completely change its entire 
structure. Along with material destruction has come moral and spiritual chaos. In 
facing a broken world the church has met its greatest challenge. Has it sufficient 
resources to win the victory? Encouraging features are to be found in the wide ac- 
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ceptance of the Bible (publishers unable to meet the demand), the response to the 
appeals of the chaplains, the generous response to the church’s appeal for help in China 
and, most of all, a new fellowship, unity and sense of solidarity. 

Hymn, "Onward Christian Soldiers.” 

Miss Jacqueline Cooper, Secretary of the State Baptist Youth Fellowship, 
presented the Annual Report which was adopted.

A second drama "A World Service Broadcast” was presented by a group of the 
Central Church Youth, directed by Dr. Banning. Following the drama an offering 
was taken and the Convention hymn, "Faith is the Victory” was sung. 

President Gaines, on behalf of the State Convention, expressed appreciation of 
the cordial and efficient entertainment provided by the community and the Central 
Church and suggested that the Convention- take action to adjourn, following the con- 
cluding address by Dr. Abernethy. 

"Blest Be the Tie That Binds” was sung and Dr. Abernethy brought the clos- 
ing message of the Convention. Addressing himself chiefly to the young people, Dr. 
Abernethy laid down the rules for growth, ,pointing out the fact that it is not what 
we are but what we have the power to become. Simon, The Learner, became Peter, 
The Rock; Growth is according to a well-defined principle. We must yield ourselves 
to the agencies that make for spiritual growth. If we get "on the beam” and keep 
on the beam we will arrive. 

A high moment of silent prayer and commitment, with benediction by Dr. 
Abernethy closed the 120th anriual session of the Convention. The next session to be 
held at the Central Baptist Church, Hartford, October 18, 19, 20, 1944. 

The offerings taken during the Convention totalled ^200.00.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

Greetings: i 

On behalf of the Board of Managers, I have the pleasure to submit the follow- 
ing report (financial and statistical from May 1, 1942 to April 30, 1943, general 
work of the Convention, October 1, 1942 to September 30, 1943.) 

The Board of Managers is comprised of forty-five men and women, fifteen 
elected each year for a three-year term. The Board transacts business between Con- 
vention sessions and has supervision over all its work. In compliance with the provision 
of the by-laws the Board has met three times during the year. The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Board, which consists of "not fewer than seventeen members, including the 
President, who shall be the chairman, the First and Second Vice Presidents, chairmen 
of the Standing Committees of the Board and ex-officio, the President of the Woman’s 
Mission Society,” is impowered to transact all business arising between meetings of the 
Board of Managers. This Committee has held three meetings. During the year the 
Board has lost from its fellowship three members: Dr. Edwin T. Settle, now a chaplain 
in the United States Army, Rev. P. A. Kilmister, who died September 6th, and Dr. 
M. C. Burt, a former Vice President, who died October 1st. 

Administration 

Rev. O. P. Campbell, for eighteen years the Director of the Department of 
Christian Education, resigned effective December 31, 1942. He was also serving as 
Associate Secretary and Business Manager of The Connecticut Baptist. The Executive 
Secretary has handled the volume of correspondence of the Department of Christian 
Education and served as liaison between The American Baptist Publication Society and 
the churches of the Convention. He has also served as contact person between the 
National Office of Youth Fellowship and the youth organizations of the State. 

Immediately following the resignation of Mr. Campbell a committee was formed 
to nominate an Assistant Secretary and Director of Christian Education. Through its 
steering committee, the Nominating Committee has served diligently through the 
months. Several meetings have been held and a number of persons investigated. The 
office remains unfilled. 

The aggressive programs of The Northern Baptist Convention have added to 
the work of the office. In addition to the usual promotion of the Unified Budget 
much correspondence and materials have been sent from the office in connection with 
Convocations, World Emergency Fund and World Parish Days. 

Deputation Service 

All supplies from the Literature Department of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and Publication Society intended for distribution among the churches is distrib- 
uted through the State Office. The volume has perhaps doubled during the year due 
to special denominational programs. The Field Activities Department insists that all 
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acquests for special denomination representatives and missionaries be made through the 
State Promotion Office. The demand has been unusually heavy but we have been able 
fto respond to practically all requests. 

Office Assistant 

Rev. Alvin D. Johnson, pastor First Church Rockville, rendered invaluable 
•service to the Convention during June, July, "and August. He spent two days a week 
in the office in June and August and gave his entire time during July, his vacation 
anonth. His particular assignments were: organization of the World Emergency 
Forward Fund, setting up World Parish Day schedules and stimulating the circulation 
•of The Connecticut Baptist. 


The Connecticut Baptist 

We have been greatly encouraged over the quickened interest in The Connecti- 
cut Baptist, the official news agency of the Convention. Through the Supplement, pro- 
■vided by The Northern Baptist Convention, we are brought into contact with the total 
program of the denomination. Within the past three months 194 new subscribers have 
teen added to the list. We strongly urge that pastors make provision in their church 
3budgets for putting The Connecticut Baptist into every family of the church. 


Among the Churches ^ < 

Despite the triple office responsibility, the Executive Secretary has attempted to 
respond to all the requests for his service that have come from the field. A large 
mumber of field engagements have been after office hours or on Sunday. Always, and 
in every place, he has been cordially welcomed by the pastors and the churches. An 
increasing number of churches are turning to the Convention Office for assistance in 
locating pastors and in the settlement of other parish problems. More than 25 con- 
ferences have been held in connection with the settlement of ministers. 

The "casualties” among the pastoral ranks have been unusually heavy during 
The year due to the chaplaincy. Nine' pastors are now serving as chaplains, have resigned 
TO enter special service and four have relocated in other states. Three have relocated 
within the state. We welcome 17 nev/ pastors to the ranks. 

The severe winter, with fuel restrictions, imposed heavy burdens on the churches. 
They responded to the emergency in a manner worthy of the Baptist traditions, accept- 
ing the situation and making adjustments in their program. They have worshipped in 
ihe parsonage, the Sunday school assembly room, basement, and kitchen. 

In addition to the Annual Convention, all Association Meetings were held. Four 
Convocations touched all areas of the State and brought to us four nationally known 
Baptist leaders. The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board carried through a suc- 
cessful Crusade which resulted in adding several pastors to the Board. Dr. Bratcher, 
special representative of The American Baptist Home Mission Society for military 
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areas, held several conferences in the State. Dr. John W. Thomas also of the Home 
Society, has assisted with the bilingual problems. Rev. Marple M. Lewis, pastor East 
Orange, N. J. and Miss Dorothy Bucklin of the Massachusetts Convention, spent a 
month each in Hartford, making surveys and establishing activities for men and women 
in uniform. The Convention has cooperated with five other denominations, through 
the Connecticut Council of Churches, in setting up and carrying forward a state-wide 
program for defense areas. Rev. A. E. Couch, former pastor at Deep River, is serving 
as the State Director. Miss Louise PechieTs one of those assisting in the work, having 
been assigned to Yellow Mills Village, Bridgeport. 

World Parish Days are being offered to every church in the State. They will 
be spread over the period October 1, 1943 to April 1, 1944. 

Things Financial 

It would be surprising if we were not able to report an encouraging financial 
condition. It has been a good year generally with organizations. There is more money 
circulating among the people, a fact which has been gratifyingly registered in increases 
to pastors’ salaries, retirement of church mortgages, and increased giving to the Unified 
Budget and Emergency Fund. However, when we consider the unusual amount of 
money in circulation, we cannot say that the increase of gifts from churches indicates 
any marked revival in stewardship. At the request of the N.B.C. Secretaries’ Associa- 
tion, the Executive Secretary made a survey of the New England States to determine 
how many churches had increased pastors’ salaries within the past year with percentage 
of increase. Of the 561 churches surveyed, 220 had increased the pastors salary — the 
percentage of increase was 14%. The Home Mission Society increased the salaries of 
our seven bilingual pastors, by 6% (designated as “Emergency Allowance”) . This 
amount was matched by the State Convention. A number of churches have concluded 
successful campaigns for paying off mortgages and others are in process. 

I,ast year we were able to announce an upturn in the giving to the larger inter- 
ests of the Kingdom (Unified Budget and World Emergency Fund.) Further gains 
have been made during this year. It is significant that the quota offered us this year 
of ^135,000. is just the amount Connecticut gave to the Unified Budget in 1920, the 
year of the beginning of the upsurge, following World War No. 1. 

The finances of the Convention have been handled with conscientious efficiency 
by the Finance Committee which has met in regular and special meetings to care for the 
material interests of the Convention. 

The Convention acknowledges with gratitude the bequest of ^23,800. from the 
estate of the late Miss Mary L. Howard. This sum has been added to the Consolidated 
Funds. ^ 

Woman’s Work 

The State Woman’s Mission Society has given its usual loyal support to the 
total denominational program. Through local church societies, interest in all the pro- 
grams has been quickened and sustained. During the first year of the World Emer- 
gency Fund, the women accepted a separate financial goal and reached it. This year 
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they placed their united efifort behind the total program, making their financial con- 
tribution through the regular channels. Thus, they provided constant inspiration to 
the local church and assisted in bringing up the total gifts to the World Emergency 
Fund. 


"State” Missions 

There was a time in some communions when the Kingdom outreach of the 
church was divided into three parts: foreign missions, home missions and state mis- 
sions. Connecticut continues our first "area of concern.” Article 2 of the Convention 
Constitution sets forth our objectives, the first of which is "To promote the preaching 
of the gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist Churches and Church 
Schools in Connecticut.” This year the Convention gave assistance to thirteen churches 
located in strategic places but not financially able to provide completely for their own 
maintenance. The Convention, through the Committee on Aided Churches, seeks to 
allocate to best advantage the money provided in the Convention budget. The empha- 
sis that has been placed upon Connecticut as an industrial area should not be allowed 
to obscure our vision of the large rural communities that even today are "white unto 
harvest.” 

The American Baptist Home Mission Society and the State Convention continue 
to share financial responsibility for carrying on our bilingual work. During the past 
year 13 churches and missions have been granted help. There are many problems 
connected with this important department. Miss Delphine Avery, who has been as- 
sociated with the First Italian Church Meriden, was released for three months for 
special service in Boston. On September 1, she returned to Connecticut to become 
the general worker among the Italian groups. Miss Averys’ work is sponsored by the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. 


Evangelism 

Evangelism continues to- be the ultimate goal of our churches. Everyone is 
willing to concede that our final objective is the bringing of people into the right 
relationship with God, through an acknowledgment of Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lord. Evangelism interpreted as "good news” has lost none of its glory and power. 
Our weakness is at the point of an adequate program for the realization of the objec- 
tive. Evangelism is failing not as a noun but as a verb. During the year the Evan- 
gelistic Committee has sought to keep evangelism before the churches and to encourage 
that type of program best suited to the needs of the local church. Some of the 
churches have held special revival services, others have used the visitation method, 
while the majority continue without any seasonal emphasis, other than Easter depend- 
ing upon the usual preaching and pastoral methods, recruiting mainly from the Sunday 
school. The Executive Secretary attended conferences on evangelism in Chicago, Boston 
and Philadelphia. The Department of Evangelism of the Home Mission Society has 
been sympathetic and helpful in providing tracts and a splendid series of evangelistic 
posters for use in the churches.

Suffield Academy 

SufField Academy with its traditional Baptist background has been receiving at- 
tention during the year in connection with the campaign of The Northern Baptist 
Convention Board of Education to stimulate interest in our denominational seminaries^ 
colleges and secondary schools. Representatives of the Academy have been given op- 
portunity to present the claims of Suffield at Association meetings and before the 
churches. The Executive Secretary was elected to the Board of Trustees at the July 
meeting. Following its usual custom, the Board of Managers recommends that .0209 
per cent of the total distributable money raised in the state be given to Suffield Aca- 
demy toward the Connecticut Baptist Endowment Fund of ^50,000. The fund now 
totals ^49,213.88. 

In submitting this report on behalf of the Board of Managers we are grateful 
to God for his guidance and leadership during the year and seek the continued help 
of the .Head of the Church as we face the uncertain road ahead. The Convention can 
sa^ with Paul: "A great door and effectual is opened unto me, and there are many 
adversaries.” The church faces the shortage of man and woman power and we must 
find some way to meet it. The loss represented by our service flags is but a part of 
the picture. The violent dislocation of people through the shifting in industry is also 
a pressing problem. Nine of our pastors are in the chaplaincy and many others are 
giving themselves in entirety or in part to the war effort. We are aware of the stagger- 
ing problems of delinquency. At the time when the best political, sociological and reli- 
gious brains are being invoked in an effort to provide a solution for the problems that 
face us today and tomorrow, Connecticut Baptists should give serious heed to their 
local problems and provide their own “blue print” for the future.

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REPORT OF 

THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


Resignation of Mr. Campbell 

After eighteen years of devoted and constructive service to the Connecticut 
Convention as Director of Christian Education, Rev. Oscar P. Campbell resigned in 
October and, on January 1, 1943, began his work as Director of Education at the 
Third Church St. Louis, Mo., Dr. C. Oscar Johnson pastor. During Mr. Campbell’s 
term of service, the Department of Christian Education was developed to the point 
■where it was outstanding among the Conventions of The Northern Baptist Convention. 
The place of Christian Education in the local church has been given a definite empha- 
sis, leadership training programs developed and the Publication Society materials in- 
troduced and promoted. Mr. Campbell’s outstanding achievement was the development 
the youth program: the summer assemblies have been of a superior order. Through 
Mr. Campbell the State Convention cooperated closely with the Connecticut Council 
Churches. In addition to important committee assignments he also served as adviser 
So. the Adult Department. 

The Achievement Plan 

For two years the Publication Society has pushed vigorously the program for the 
rehabilitation of the Sunday school under the Sunday School Advance. This year 
she program has gone forward under the Achievement Plan which seeks to build upon 
she foundation of the Advance Program. During the year the church school leaders 
have been provided with the Achievement Plan Program and other materials sent into 
she State by the Publication Society. 


Summer Assembly 

Due to the continuous war program carried on at the University of Connecticut 
at Storrs during the summer, the administration was not able to offer the facilities of 
■she University for the summer assembly, which has met there annually since the begin- 
ning of assemblies in Connecticut. Almost at the last moment, arrangements were 
■worked out with the Suffield Academy, and the assembly met there June 28 to July 9. 
Kev. FI. M. Plainer, Winsted, was named to serve as dean? Despite travel and food 
obstacles, the enrollment was larger than the previous year, and the quality of work 
dlone was of a superior character. Financially, the assembly achieved independence. 
ISTo subsidy had to be given by the Convention. The enrollment was 118 students, 
20 faculty, a total of 138. 
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Baptist Youth Fellowship 

Under the leadership of Dr, Oliver DeW. Cummings, a strong program for 
youth is being launched throughout The Northern Baptist Convention, under the title 
of the Baptist Youth Fellowship. At the Christmas season 1943, Miss Anna May 
Doyle of Groton and Charles Miller of Hartford represented Connecticut B.Y.F. at 
the B.Y.F. planning conference held on the campus of Kalamazoo College, Michigan. 
The annual spring conference was held at Middletown, May 1. Rev. K. L. Cpber, 
Executive Secretary of the Rhode Island Convention was the speaker. 


Child Evangelism 

Under the joint leadership of Dr. Walter E. Woodbury, Secretary of Evangel- 
ism for the Home Mission Society and Miss Pearl Rosser of the Publication Society, 
a program for Child Evangelism was launched in the early summer. This approach 
seeks to bring boys and girls together in neighborhood groups for carefully planned 
Bible study, having as its ultimate, bringing into Sunday school and to an acceptance 
of Christ.

This marks the end of the second year under the "reorganization plan” by which 
the Executive Secretary of the Connecticut Convention serves also as Director of Pro- 
motion and "Collecting Agent for the Council on Finance and Promotion.” Under the 
present plan the Council on Finance and Promotion allocates a definite sum to the 
Convention for promotion work within the area. 

The Director of Promotion has been in closest contact with the churches through 
frequent communications, Associations, Convocations, missionary groups and the regular 
worship services of the church. The financial goals for the Unified Budget and World 
Emergency Fund have been kept constantly before the churches. 

Challenged by the suggestion that we contribute this year to the World Emer- 
gency Forward Fund, an amount equal to one-half of the quota for the Unified 
Budget, the State Promotion Committee has given itself diligently to the task of pre- 
senting the double challenge to the churches. Each church in the Convention has 
received complete data for the establishment of their local goal. The following com- 
parative figures should offer encouragement as vce face the financial responsibilities for 
1943-1944: 

Total contributions for Unified Budget, Specifics and World Emergency Fund: 

1940- 1941—^ 86,631.22 

1941- 1942— 98,459.95 

1942- 1943— 100,322.73 
The goal for 1943-1944 is ^135,000.00. 

The Director desires to express appreciation for the help given by the Field 
Activities Department of the Council on Finance and Promotion for its generous pro- 
vision of denominational representatives and missionaries who have served us in the 
state during the year: to the State Committee on Promotion, and to those within the 
Associations and local churches who have been responsible directly for the promotion 
of the Unified Budget.

Caeneral Fund: 

In checking of cash received by the Connecticut Agency we listed duplicate 
receipts which agreed in total with entries in the donation register. We noted that 
receipts were deposited intact in the Hartford National Bank & Trust Company. 

The disposition of all receipts for the account of Connecticut is shown on page 
9. It was noted that as of February 15, 1943 there was paid over to the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention for the account of the Suffield School the sum of ^108.98. By 
computation this amount should have been ^108.88. There was a corresponding under- 
remittance to the Northern Baptist Convention, New York. With the above exception 
all other amounts paid to the Connecticut Baptist Convention for the account of the 
Suffield School were found to be correct as .0209 of the undesignated receipts. 

There was no balance on hand at either the beginning or end of the period, as 
certified to us by the depository.

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REPORT OF THE 

COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Our State Director of Christian Education terminated his connection with the 
Convention on January 1 of this year. Since that time the work of Christian Educa- 
tion has been carried on by the churches without the advice and inspiration that a 
director can bring. We are deeply grateful to Dr. Terrell, for his help to the com- 
mittee, and for suggestions and counsel he has offered to all who have requested it 
from him. This he has done in connection with all his other duties as Executive 
Secretary and Director of Promotion. 

The Summer Assembly 

Under the direction of the Committee a plan was worked out for holding the 
summer assembly. There were many obstacles to be overcome. The buildings and 
campus at Storrs were no longer available on account of the war, but arrangements 
were finally made with Suffield Academy to entertain the Assembly. This they did 
in a most cordial and efficient manner. 

The Committee asked Rev. H. M. Hainer of Winsted to act as dean and he 
graciously accepted, and did splendid work in completing the plans and working out 
the many details of preparation as he did also in the administration of the Assembly 
while in session. 

The Dean reports a balance of ^134.48, and the committee will not need to cal! 
on the Convention for the amount provided in the budget for the assembly. The 
balance was made possible by two factors; 1. The smaller amount charged by the 
Academy for board and room. 2. The increased attendance over last year. 

The Assembly was not obliged to share the facilities of the School with any 
other group, and so it was possible to develop a closer understanding and finer fellow- 
ship between faculty and students. 

Among the courses given were the Bible, Baptist history and doctrines, methods 
in teaching, young people’s work and young people’s problems and missions. The 
classes in missions were led by Miss Shivers, a young woman of ability who has had 
experience on the mission field in Burma. Standard credit was given for all courses 
to those who were regular in attendance, and who completed the work assigned. There 
were 118 students and 20 faculty. 

The fine response and cooperation of the young people was one of the most 
pleasing features of the whole ten days together. In many ways it may be regarded 
as one of the best assemblies we have ever held. 

The people of our churches are urged to. make it possible for their young people 
to attend the Summer Assembly. Many churches do this by prpviding one-half of the 
expenses of each young person who attends. The fen days of study and Christian 
living wifi pay large dividends to every church that will send a delegation. 

The Baptist Youth Fellowship 

Through the planning and efforts of Rev. Milo Sawyer, of The Central Baptist 
Church of Hartford and Rev. Valentine Wilson, Pastor Montowese, a gathering of the 
youth from the churches was held in Middletown in the Spring. There was a good 
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attendance, Rev. Kenneth L. Cober, Secretary of the Rhode Island Convention, was 
the speaker. In addition to the sense of oneness in a great task, which is one of the 
fine things about such a meeting, inspiration and direction was given by experienced 
leaders, that is proving helpful to our work. 

The Association Programs 

Through the helpful counsel of Dr. Terrell most of the Associations have given 
place on their programs to Christian Education. The subject has been presented by 
persons interested in it, and a good response has been indicated. 

The Achievement Plan 

Materials explaining the Achievement Plan have been sent to the pastors and 
superintendents. This plan sets before us ten goals to be achieved throughout the 
year. These goals will commend themselves to every earnest active church worker. 
Let every church school provide itself with an Achievement Chart, and with the mate- 
rials outlining the plan, and then give their best efforts to meet all the requirements. 
Let us accept the plan as a challenge, and put into it as vigorous an effort as we put 
into some of our war efforts in these days. 

Many of our schools are decreasing in attendance, and it is quite necessary that 
we engage in some forward movement that will enlist the interest and enthusiasm of 
our people. 

The Importance of Our Task 

There has never been a time in the history of our country when there was 
greater need for Christian teaching at this very hour. The charts for World Parish 
Day show in a very striking manner the increase of crime and the lowering of moral 
standards. Christian teaching through and by the churches will help to stem this tide 
and give strength and moral fiber to our national life. We are winning the war on 
the armed front, but we are in danger of losing it on the moral and spiritual front. 

Our church membership is largely recruited from pupils in our Church Schools. 
86% of those who join our churches are under 21 years of age. Without doubt most 
of these were in our Church schools. Larger and better schools will mean a more 
rapid increase in church membership. 

These young people make the very best ' material for useful active membership 
in our churches. They have had training in the Bible and in Christian ideals and in 
Christian living. 

We have no branch of our work that transcends in importance that of Chris- 
tian Education. The future of our churches, the future of our country, and the 
eternal destiny of many depends to a large extent on our interest and labor in this 
matter. 

When a new director is chosen by our Board of Managers, let us give him our 
enthusiastic support. He will not be able to succeed in a large way unless we do this. 

Let our interest and cooperation be so earnest and consecrated that our numbers 
and character will be an example to Baptists in every state in our Northern Baptist 
Convention.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SOCIAL 
ACTION OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

October 21, 1943 


Two meetings of the Committee on Social Action have been held this year. At 
one of the meetings your Chairman presented a program of work for the coming year 
in the Committee. At the second meeting no members of the Committee were present, 
so the result has been that the Chairman of this Committee is responsible for this 
report. 

We are living in a day when Churches and Christians are being faced with 
tremendous social problems. There is little that could be called normal living in our 
homes and communities. In many instances the upheaval has been tragic in its con- 
sequences. We cannot ignore the demands of the gospel of Christ which concerns 
itself with the relationships of men with each other and the social conditions which 
surround their lives. Because these reports can seldom, be given mtich consideration 
at the time they are presented at the Annual meeting I am mimeographing it so that 
a copy may reach each Pastor in the State. (Note: Since this excellent report was 
widely distributed at the Convention and in order to conserve space it is being printed 
here in a much abridged form. Anyone desiring a complete copy should write Rev. 
H. M. Foreman, First Baptist Church, New Britain.) This report as presented covers 
seven phases of our work. A. Social Action for Churches 


B. Family Relations 

C. Labor and Management 

D. The Liquor Traffic 

E. The Churches and War 

F. Christian Peace Programs for Churches 

G. Race Relations. 


Under Family Relations the report says: 

"The American home is under a severe strain. Our Juvenile delinquency 
problems are the direct results of failure in home restrains and disciplines. To preach 
against these evils from the pulpit is not enough. Real skill, Christian charity and 
patience must be combined with consecrated effort if the challenge of this situation is 
to be met.”

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Labor and Management 

Great issues are at stake in this field. The Church must have an intellingent 
understanding of these issues. The outlook in this field is not at all good for the 
post-war period. It is fraught with real dangers for the whole social life of our 
nation. To fail to act at all, may be the most tragic thing which the church can do. 


Race Relations 

I am making no specific recommendations of materials on this important sub- 
ject. But it is an issue which we must not fail to consider of vital importance. We 
must call upon each local community to meet its own local problems on a local basis. 
There must be more than tolerance. A Christian will recognize no differences which 
will make it necessary for him to be only tolerant. We must demand an equality of 
opportunity for all. At the same time we must call upon racial groups to present the 
whole truth, to cease "racial baiting,” and inflamatory articles which present only ex- 
treme cases.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 
October 22, 1943 


The Apostle Paul paused in the midst of his roll call of the heroes of faith 
to ask, "And what shall I say more?” His difficulty was not the paucity of materials 
but that of selection. It is so with evangelism. There will always be something more 
and something new to say about evangelism. Evangelism has to do with the Evangel. 
The Evangel is Jesus. Therefore it is not mere hyperbole when John closes his gospel 
by saying, "And there are also many other things which Jesus did, the which, if they 
were written every one, I suppose that even the world would not contain the books 
that should be written.” The record of Jesus remains incomplete for each of us until 
we have written our chapter. We are witnesses and the command of Christ is still 
sounding across the earth summoning every Christian to his full share in fulfilling 
the Great Commission, "Go ye into all the world, beginning at Jerusalem. ’ 

The committee on evangelism has a two-fold responsibility; promotion and 
record. We are not expected to do the work of the evangelist: to substitute for the 
pastor in the local church. We promote evangelism through letters, literature and 
by conference. Our task is to keep the yeast alive and working and whenever it seems 
opportune or necessary to stir the Christian forces of our state to new and greater 
efforts. 

Your committee has held several meetings during the past year. We have co- 
operated with the Executive Secretary in the promotion of such plans as the need has 
determined. No state-v/ide movement has been sponsored but there has been a con- 
tinuous stressing of the urgency of our task as Christians. We have made available 
valuable publications of the Department of Evangelism of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, and the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ. 

Your committee feels that a state-wide effort in visitation evangelism is desirable. 
We recognize, however, that until there is a genuine conviction, on the part of the 

pastors, that this is the hour, backed by a sincere enthusiasm and passion to "attempt 

great things for God,” a campaign of evangelism is futile. 

In evangelism we are subject to the law of the harvest. We must sow if we 
are to reap. It sometimes seems to require a lot of seed to produce a small harvest, 
but let us remember that some seeds germinate slowly. Patient, faithful, nurture, sup- 
plemented by faith and prayer, are our working tools. If we sow we should expect to 

reap. It is our business to reap. To sow and neglect the harvest is fatal in the work 

of evangelism. There must be a pressing for decision. A sales talk without a dotted 
line is a waste of time and effort. This decision may require the personal approach, 
the public invitation, the moment of group consecration, or the family commitment 
but somewhere in the process there must be an acknowledgement of Christ as Saviour 
and Lord. Let us do the full woric of the evangelist; we must reap as well as sow. 

Home visitation has a worthy record to justify its trial or continued use. In a 
time when there has been so great a dislocation of families we need to seek out in 
every community the many who may easily be lost to the church. The survey and 
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home visitation offers the technique of success. This will not only help conserve those 
who are already enrolled in the Church but will increase our contacts with that half of 
the population of America who have no contact with any church at all. Dr. G. Pitt 
Beers says, in the last issue of "The Pastor’s Round Table,” "We are responsible for 
them. This is the practical modem application of the command in Christ’s parable tq 
'go out in the highways and hedges and compel them to come in.” It is not enough 
that we maintain our churches and congregations. We must find those within reach 
of our churches who have not I^jeen reached and lead them to Christ. 

Our attention is directed to a new emphasis, that of Child Evangelism. All 
true religious education is evangelism but the phrase as now used gives added emphasis 
and offers a new technique. It seeks to evangelize the children who at present have 
no connection with church and church school. The appointment of a director for this 
work by the Home Mission Society and the Publication Society should assure us that 
here is a suggestion of merit and that the purpose and plan deserves our prayerful at- 
tention lest we lose by not venturing in new fields for Christ. 

The trend in baptisms in the Northern Baptist Convention continues to be a 
matter of serious concern to all of us. Connecticut is no exception in this regard. We 
can turn the line upward only by pressing the battle with earnesmess and faith. The 
Church School Enlargement Campaign of our Publication Society, should be added to 
our sp>ecial efforts in this field. 

We are happy to report that many of our churches held special services at some 
period of the year and the results vindicate again the method of mass evangelism. The 
numerical results are not as high as in former days but pastors report the stirring of 
the waters and many genuine "healings” of the soul.

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REPORT OF THE AIDED CHURCHES COMMITTEE 

It has become the settled policy of your committee to make recommendations to 
the Board for grants of aid after thorough consideration of the need of the church 
and its future prospects of growth. 

There are two classes of churches to which we recommend grants: First, stra- 
tegic locations where a church has a future and is availing itself of its opportunities; 
Second, churches where there is no prospect of future growth discernable but where 
it seems wise to continue the work rather than let the church die. To the first group 
the committee has recommended rather liberal grants and at the same time has sug- 
gested to the church that they assume a larger share of the church expense each year, 
and that they can expect the amount to be gradually reduced. The second group is 
made small grants for maintenance purposes. All churches are asked for full co- 
operation with the Convention and a systematic procedure in its work as a basis of re- 
ceiving aid. 

As a result of the campaign for gradual self-support in the growing churches 
we have had many happy responses and the committee wishes to thank the churches 
for their fine co-operation and to congratulate them on attaining full self-support. 
Among those which have reached this attainment this year are Stratford and Cheshire. 

In the past ten years the number of churches needing aid has been reduced from 
25 to 13, and the expenditure from ^11,943.87 to ^2,875.00 

We are now aiding 13 churches. 

Baptists of the State and the Convention members in particular should be always 
alert to strategic opportunities for new fields of service. 

Your committee always stands ready for service and for careful and sympathetic 
consideration of every request for aid.

REPORT OF THE BILINGUAL COMMITTEE 

The Bilingual Churches, in copimon with other Churches, are feeling the steady 
drain of young men for the Armed Forces of the United 'States. This, together with 
the unusual employment of other men and the women in industry, occasioned by the 
war, has reduced the number of church workers. However, many of the usual services 
and gatherings are being held, including Vacation Bible Schools. The Meriden Italian 
Church is continuing its campaign for funds to enlarge its building. 

Although Miss Delphine Avery, last spring was called away from Meriden to 
give much needed help in Boston, the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society returned Miss Avery on September 10, 1943, to Connecticut to assist in any or 
all of the Italian fields as needed as far as time permits. Thus provision has been 
made for needed help to the ministers of these churches. 

Continued careful study is necessary to properly guide the Convention in the 
effective approach to the Bilingual Work.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PROMOTION 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention for the Year ending 

April 30, 1943 

The State of Connecticut is marching steadily forward. The past year was one 
of marked advance, but not of decisive victories. For this we have reason to be grate- 
ful, but we cannot be jubilant. 

For the first time in many years we went over ^100,000.00 in our total giving; 
an increase of about ^2,000.00 over the previous year. Yet we did not reach either 
of our goals; ^90,000.00 for unified budget and ^25,000.00 for W. E. F. To analyze 
further; — ^we gave about ^4,000.00 more than last year for the unified budget; and 
about ^2,000.00 less for specifics, including W. E. F. One explanation is found in a 
large gift of about ^4,000.00 from a non-recurring source last year, which raised our 
total. Then it is evident that the regular giving increased this year much more than 
the figures indicate. 

The Promotion Committee is a loyal and consecrated group which has met 
several times during the year. Prayerful and thoughtful consideration of our corporate 
responsibility has evolved valuable plans and programs in which you have participated. 
Our work is divided into two areas: 1. Missionary and Stewardship education in the 
whole- church in cooperation with the Committee on Christian Education. 2. Direct 
promotion of generous giving to benevolences. 

We urge all of our churches to use every opportunity to educate our people 
from the nursery to the adults in the missionary character of Christianity. The Church 
School, Youth groups. Men’s and Women’s Organizations, and the regular worship 
services should stress the Missionary spirit and work. 

We have discussed Stewardship Clinics in local churches, in which our leaders 
would confer with church boards on the needs, programs and philosophy of Missions. 
These clinics may develop next year. 

It is important, also, that we approach the immediate financial needs of our 
missionary enterprise with courage and directness. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Tyrrill served as our W. E. F. committee, and they are a 
grand team. All of us should be appreciative of the splendid leadership they gave 
our state in this vital phase of our promotion work. Have you appointed your four 
commissioners? 

Have you made plans for World Parish Day? You will miss a valuable and 
inspiring experience if you fail. Every Church in Connecticut should avail itself of 
this promising program. 

Now for a glance into the future. We are not ‘crystal ball gazers.’ The real- 
ities of our task are sobering. If Connecticut is to carry its share of the gigantic 
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work projected by our Northern Baptist Convention, we have hard work ahead. Our 
goal is ^135,000.00. That is 035,000.00 more than we raised last year. Some will 
say, that is impossible! It is not impossible, but it is improbable unless we approach 
it in faith and consecration. If all of our people will start praying and working 
toward the goal, with a sense of urgency, we can do it. The needs are beyond de- 
scription; everyone senses the suffering of our fellowmen; we are aware of the need 
to extend the outreach of our churches at home; and we are terribly concerned about 
the post-war missionary reconstruction. Let’s stop thinking about the difficulties of 
the task, and get to work on it, trusting God for strength. 

We have a good start. Our total giving is about 20% ahead of - last year. Our 
W. E. F. F. is 60% ahead. But this is only the start of the roll. It promises good 
things, but we must "press on toward the mark.” Great efforts and sacrifices are 
ahead, before the victory can be won. We are the home front of World Conquest 
for Christ! * 

The Church with a missionary spirit is a dynamic church. Don’t be timid 
about giving to others. This is the essence of Christianity. Jesus said, "He who 
loses his life for my sake shall find it.” This is as true of churches as individuals.

REPORT OF LAYMEN’S COUNCIL 
At State Convention October 22, 1943 

During the past year the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council has not been active. 

A little over a year ago the Chairman called a meeting of the leaders among 
the men of our state for the purpose of planning a program. The lack of response 
at that time was a clear indication of the feeling that we should not try to function 
as a state council during the war. 

Subsequent personal talks by the Chainuan with several leading men about the 
state confirmed this conclusion. It was hoped that we might meet last year during the 
State Convention at Waterbury for election of officers and a call was made to each 
church to that effect. Again an almost complete lack of response brough about the 
decision to carry over the present officers until after the war, at which time a concerted 
effort at reorganization would be made, and a worthwhile program set up. 

It is my personal belief that our men are loyally supporting the cause of Christ 
.as it is carried out in their local churches, and they will answer the call to serve in 
spite of unusual working conditions when the challenge is forcefully given them by 
■their pastors.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR THE CONNECTICUT 
COUNCIL OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Members of your committee attended the annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Council of Churches and Religious Education which was held in the Central Church, 
Hartford, February 1943. 

The reports which were read at this time give a good picture of the work which 
the Council is carrying on in the state on behalf of united Protestantism. 

Mr. Robert S. Morris was re-elected President for the ensuing year. Rev. John 
H. McLean of New Haven was elected a Vice-President. 

Three projects were carried on during the year with notable success. 

1. The booklet for the Children’s Fellowship of Prayer, "Thoughts of God 
for Boys and Girls,” has been expanded to four issues, instead of the single Lenten 
issue. Approximately 178,000 copies have been distributed during the past year. Miss 
Barbara L. Peck has been employed as its editor. 

2. The character building program on the tobacco plantations has increased 

three fold, the budget having increased from ^1500 to ^5500 since last summer. A 
staff of six full time leaders was employed last summer. The program consisted of 
varied recreation, discussion groups, music, motion pictures, and religious services. It 
was a source of daily interest in seventeen different centers serving 2000 men, among 
whom were Chinese, Jamaicans, Negroes, and Whites. Mr. William F. Aitken this 
year’s director, is being retained on a yearly basis to guarantee continuity in policy and 
plans. , 

3. To meet the situation which has developed, the Council has employed Rev. 
Albert E. Couch, one time pastor at our Deep River Church, as Minister to Industrial 
Defense Communities. Mr. Couch’s work is being financed by five national denom- 
inational boards. He began work in Bridgeport, the 1st of May, and was not only 
responsible for 2000 calls being made in the housing projects of that city, but also 
worked out a comity arrangement with the Bridgeport pastor’s Association whereby 
each denomination was responsible for work in one or more of the housing areas. 

In adition to these projects the Council carried on its routine responsibilities,, 
united Thanksgiving and Lenten services. Leadership Training Schools, Radio Broad- 
casts, Weekday Religious Education, Youth Conferences, Young Adult Conferences, 
Ministerial Associations, United Church Canvasses, Conferences with leaders with 
specific responsibilities in the church, daily vacation church schools, and World Com- 
munion Sunday observances. 
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Rev. James Oscar Lee has been named associate Secretary of the Council. He 
becomes the first negro to serve as a permanent member of the staff. 

The Cormecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education wishes to express 
through this committee its hearty appreciation to the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
and to its churches for their excellent cooperation and support. 

It is recommended by your committee that 

1. We continue our financial and moral support of the Council, 

2. We make a place in our church budgets for its work, 

3. We avail ourselves to a larger extent of the facilities of the Council in pro- 
moting our local interdenominational work.

Rev. Carl W. Segerstrom 

Rev. Carl W. Segerstrom, pastor of the Swedish Baptist Tabernacle, in Water- 
bury, died in New York City during the third week in December, 1942. He had 
only recently come to this work which was filled with hope and promise. 

Rev. Isaac W. Reed» D.D. 

Rev. Isaac W. Reed, D.D. died May 3, 1943. He was past 80. Following his 
graduation from the Virginia Union University he was ordained to the Baptist 
ministry and came to the city of Waterbury in 1900. In Waterbury he performed a 
most excellent ministry to the people of the negro race. His work continues to bear 
fruit and shall not be forgotten. 

Rev. Percy A. Kilmister 

Rev. Percy A. Kilmister died September 6, 1943. He served churches in New 
Hampshire and Connecticut. As pastor of the First Baptist Church of Norwich he 
served one of his longest pastorates and continued to improve his church in all respects. 
His far reaching, social outlook made many friends to him beyond his local parish. 
Never faltering in his endeavor for the Kingdom he continued steadfast unto the end. 
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Deacon Richard W. Mansfield 

Deacon Richard W. Mansfield, died October 2, 1943. He was bom in New 
Haven February 19, 1868. While serving as assistant secretary of the New Haven 
Y. M. C. A., he became seriously interested in mission work for the homeless and un- 
employed men. Rallying others to this work he established a New Haven Mission. In 
1865 he came to New London and continued his interest in men both in Y. M. C. A. 
work and Mission work. His many friends testify "that he gave when it meant sacri- 
fice to himself.” His work as Deacon in the First Baptist Church of New London 
has been of definite importance. His humanitarian interests brought him friends from 
all walks of life. He was licensed to preach December 31, 1919 by the First Baprist 
Church, New London. 

Dr. Milo C. Burt 

Dr. Burt was Vice-President of the Convention 1928-1941. He was a devoted 
member of the First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, where he served for many years on its 
Board. He was a deacon at the time of his death. He v?as instrumental in establish- 
ing week-day religious education in Bridgeport. He was a skilled scientist, devoted to 
his church and a kindly friend of mankind. 


Mrs. Josephine (McManaway) Gaines 

Mrs. Josephine (McManaway) Gaines, wife of Rev. David P. iGaines, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, Waterbury, and President of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention, died at Waterbury Hospital, Tuesday, September 28, 1943. Daughter 
of the parsonage she was unusually qualified by tradition and training for responsibility 
as a pastor’s helpmate. She was a true yoke-fellow, sharing in the arduous responsibil- 
ities of the First Church Parish but her interests were varied. She shared in the 
cultural, philanthropic and patriotic interests of her city. 

Our sympathies are extended to all our Christian friends who have suffered the 
loss of these laborers of the Kingdom.

Whereas, The use of alcoholic liquors results in inefficiency through the waste 
of materials and the loss of man-hours both in service and in industry, therefore be it 

Resolved That we commend to all Christians the virtue of temperate living, and 
that we condemn the devastating traffic in intoxicating liquors. 

Whereas, We are contending against the theory of race superiority as expressed 
by the Axis powers through their leaders; and 

Whereas, We see mounting evidences of practices based upon acceptance of this 
theory in our own country, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we call upon all churches and the government to be impartial 
in the granting of liberty and opportunity to all, regardless of race or culture. 

Whereas we face tragic needs and rich privileges in these critical days and we 
recognize that only by the United efforts of unbroken ranks may we hope for victory.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S 
BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY OF CONNECTICUT 


October 21, 1943. 


Religious literature tells us Christians are more confident than ever that Chris- 
tianity alone has the power to save the world. We have seen the immense influence 
that the Christian faith has had upon the leaders of China. We have had in our 
midst Madame Chiang Kai-Shek, the first lady of China, a product of Christian 
missions. Remembering what China has suffered at the hands of the Japanese we are 
amazed to hear her say, "There must be no bitterness in the reconstruction world. No 
matter what w® have undergone and suffered we must try to forgive those who injured 
us and remember only the lesson gained thereby.” The Baptist women of Connecticut 
feel that for the welfare of the world they must share in the task of proclaiming 
Christ to all the nations of the world and they pledge themselves anew to the cause 
of Christian missions. 

Under the wise, efficient, and enthusiastic leadership of our president, Mrs. 
Major L, Johnson, we are inspired to new confidence and interest in our great missi- 
onary cause. 


Mrs. Anna Abel, our first vice-president, reports ^3,093.82 received from the 
"Love Boxes,” an offering of ^59.41 to the Connecticut Council of Churches for 
Migrant work, ^20.00 given to the Northfield Assembly and $193.70 given to the 
Mary L. Howard Memorial. 

Our third vice-president, Mrs. Charles Newton, announces many cards sent to 
the Connecticut Specials” and a goodly number of societies were supplied with, 
speakers. Some of our state groups sent gifts to Japanese evacuees. 

It was noted by Miss Eleanore MacKenzie, Missionary Education Chairman,, 
that there has been a general reduction in programs, study classes, and other missionary 
education work due, doubtless, to pressure of activities and difficuly of hearing and 
transportation, but, she adds, that time spent in Christian service is the culmination of 
Christian and Missionary education. 

We are encouraged to hear from Mrs. William Everett, State Reading Chair- 
man, that last year there were 400 more individual readers and also that 400 more 
books of the Bible were read over the previous year. The traveling library supplied 
entirely 11 churches with missionary books and four new churches were added to the 
list of those using this service. 

Mrs. Charles Turner, our Literature Chairman, writes that at the present time 
there are approximately 49 Church Literature Secretaries who have a literature table 
in their churches and are endeavoring to create an interest in Mission Study, the Book 
of Remembrance, Missions Magazine and in getting new subscriptions for "New 
Literature.” 
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Although the White Cross quota was not filled entirely, Mrs. Clarence W. Eddy 
informs us that four associations completed their work 100%. She makes a plea to 
our women to continue making bandages, dressings, and hospital supplies for they will 
be sorely needed in days to come. 

The World Wide Guild chairman, Mrs. Russell Burgess, feels that with dim- 
outs either restricting or forbidding the meetings of some groups and lack of transpor- 
tation making rallies impossible the report of the year is not a very glowing one. In 
spite of such handicaps four new chapters have been organized and generous response 
was given in money, reading and White Cross work. 

Mrs. Esther Wason, for the Children’s World Crusade, reports a decided need 
for group leaders in the churches and for two association secretaries. The work would 
progress if such vacancies were filled. 

Progress is reported by the Student Counselor, Miss Ruth Horsman. Three 
new association counselors have been appointed and only one association now has that 
office vacant. Regular material has been sent to these counselors and also a pamphlet 
concerning the opportunities for the church in areas of military encampments and 
defense industries. 

Mrs. George E. Nichols, head of the Christian Friendliness Department advises 
us that 17 nationalities have been contacted. Our new chairman of the Christian 
Citizenship Department is Mrs. Raymond Ferguson, who, as president of the Hartford 
League of Women Voters, is ably fitted for her task. We 'welcome her most heartily 
to our Board. 

Emphasis on the quiet hour for each Christian woman is made by Mrs. Allen 
Brown, our Devotional Leader. A new duty of this department is that of inducing 
more women to discover the joy of stewardship — not only of money but of time and 
s£;rvice. 

The annual meeting in May was held at the Calvary Baptist Church, New 
Haven. . The presidents of the two National Woman’s Societies were the principal 
speakers. Mrs. Howard Palmer of the Woman’s Home Mission Society spoke on the 
subject of Race Relations. Mrs. Leslie Swain of the Woman’s Foreign Mission Society 
spoke on the subject, Foreign Missions for One World. 

The 16th annual house party held at the Hartford Seminary Foundation in 
September with Mrs. Leroy Bennett in charge had the largest registration in the history 
of Connecticut house parties. Three presidents were present — Mrs. Swain, Mrs. 
Palmer and Mrs. Johnson. Many inspiring thoughts were put into words at this 
house party. I have chosen to quote our own state president, Mrs. Major Johnson 
who said, "We hear of great spiritual awakening which is taking place among our 
boys in all lands. If we as Christian women accept the challenge which has been given 
us at the house party, there will be no "let down” for them when they return.” 

The Baptist women of Connecticut know that the Christian Church has been 
global minded for a long time. Now the impact of the war news and the phenomenon 
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of American men of the fighting forces writing home from unexpected corners of the 
continents have made average Americans more or less global minded for the first time 
in their lives. American fliers who have crashed in the Southwest Pacific have some- 
times found natives who have fed and nursed them and taken them to church on Sun- 
day instead of cooking and eating them, as would have been the case 50 years ago. 
Finally trained Missionary doctors were on hand to take over care of wounded British 
and Americans in Burma. A naw era of appreciation for Christian Missions as the 
long-term solution of the problems of a better world seems to be in the making. 

The women of the Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut participate with joy 
in this great missionary task.

Report for 1943 

The report this year isn’t very glowing due to dim outs either restricting or 
forbidding the meetings of some groups, and transportation making rallies and get- 
togethers impossible. 

This year there were twenty chapters in eighteen churches, the total number of 
members being two hundred and forty-nine. A total number of one hundred and 
eighteen program meetings were held, twenty six mission study classes, and one hundred 
and thirty-seven members took part in the reading program with a total of two thou- 
sand ten books read. One hundred sixty-four dollars and thirty-five cents was paid to 
the Love Gift. Fifty-eight dollars and eleven cents was paid for White Cross Work 
with sixteen chapters doing that work. Fifty-seven members have "Missions” in their 
homes and ten chapters observed Vesper Day. 

Because of transportation difficulties no rallies were held, but thirty-three mem- 
bers attended other young people’s rallies.

Report of the Secretary 

During another year of National Emergency the work of The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Education Society was naturally curtailed. Regular meetings were not as frequent. 
Circumstances and restrictions so well known to all, necessitated that proceedings be 
conducted through correspondence. Our last regular meeting was held in the home of 
President Settle on June 1, 1943. Since that time he has been serving as Chaplain in 
the U. S. Army. We shall miss his steady and careful leadership. Much of the 
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responsibility which Dr. Settle so ably carried has been divided among the several 
officers of the Society. At the regularly called meeting on June 1, 1943, President 
Settle was authorized to appoint a committee which would be committed to the responsi- 
bility of recommending to the Finance Committee of our State Convention, a request 
for additional funds deemed necessary to maintain the aims and purpose of the Society 
— namely "to prepare worthy students for the Christian Ministry.” In response to this 
request the Finance Committee voted to increase the amount allocated to the Education 
Society from ^600 to ^1,000. 

The ready cooperation and generous response from the Finance Committee will- 
enable the Society to continue at least in three major efforts. 1. To be more aggres- 
sively interested and prepared to secure eligible students from our Baptist Churches 
dedicated to the task of preaching and teaching the unsearchable riches of Christ. 2. 
To restore the amount of financial aid to each student to the former amount of ^125 
during the academic year of 1943-44. 3. To enable the Society to build a reserve 
fund for Post War Aid to students. 

Letters and reports from all students receiving aid are on file and are available 
to any member of this ^Convention who makes known his request to an officer of the 
Society. The letters gratefully express appreciation of the aid received from our 
Baptist Churches which makes is possible to grasp every opportunity to serve their 
own Church and other Baptist Churches within the State . One of our students. 
Miss Louise V. Pechie, a member of the First Church, Bridgeport, who was graduated 
in June 1943 at the Baptist Missionary Training School in Chicago is making a splen- 
did record as full time worker ministering to newcomers in the industrial defense areas 
of Bridgeport. 

Again the officers of the Education Society seek not only your endorsement of 
their service, or simply your continued financial aid, but remind you to include on your 
prayer list the work of the Society, the efforts of its officers, and the lives of those 
young men and women v^ho unselfishly dedicate their talents to become "ambassadors 
of Christ.”

The following recommendation was made: 1. The dropping of the Bethel 
of the Association, and shall advise with the Churches regarding techni- 
ques and methods of spreading the good news of salvation. 

(2) This Committee shall function in close cooperation with the State and 
National Committees on Evangelism. 

Subject to the approval of the Executive Council we submit this amendment to 
Article 7 of the Fairfield County Baptist Association, and move its adoption.

The report was accepted and the clerk was instructed to cast a ballot for the associa- 
tion. The ballot was cast and the officers and committees declared elected. 

The members of the Woman’s Missionary Society had charge of the next part 
of the program. After a hymn, twelve of the women presented a very fine dialogue 
in which the work of the local society was covered. Mrs. Tuller sang a solo. 

The next period was entitled Review and Preview. Rev. H. M. Foreman, the 
chairman of the committee on Evangelism read a paper which was discussed. This' 
was followed by a report from the committee on Missions by Mrs. H. M. Hainer, the 
chairman. Dr. Terrell was asked to speak "on the World Parish Day. Thirteen 
churches were reported as already committed to it. Rev. Major L. Johnson, the chair- 
man of the committee on Christian Education, spoke of the difficulties of the work 
and analyzed the Achievement Chart. 

Rev. Jessie F. Smith spoke on the history of Suffield Academy, and analyzed 
its present needs and possibilities. He emphasized the importance of denominational 
support of the school. 

Announcements were made followed by a service of Worship led by Rev. Clay- 
ton R. Maud. 

The program continued at the supper table. Dr. Terrell was called on to speak 
on World Parish Days and other important matters pertaining to the state work. The 
committee on Place recommended the acceptance of an invitation from the Bristol 
church. It was voted to accept the recommendation. 

Mr. Olcott presented the following report for the committee on Resolutions: 

Be it Resolved: 

1. That the fraternal courtesies extended by pastor and people of the Blue Hills 
Church are warmly appreciated, meriting and receiving our hearty thanks. 

2. . That, recognizing the urgency of needs to be all top inadequately supplied 
through the World Emergency Forward Fund, we bespeak serious determination of our 
people that every Christian avail himself of this matchless privilege for sacrificial giving 
so that each church shall give at least the suggested amount. Let us approach this 
opportunity in no defeatest spirit, remembering that "This is the victory, even our 
faith.” 

3. That, since adequate information is an essential basis for adequate giving, 
the reading by all our people of Missions, The Connecticut Baptist, the Book of Re- 
membrance and other available religious publications is highly recommended. 

4. That, the recent six weeks’ session of the Yale School of Alcohol studies 
indicating a new and encouraging trend in the approach to the many difficult phases 
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of the alcohol problem, our people and particularly members of our Boards of Educa- 
tion be asked to give careful scrutiny to the findings of that school as they shall become 
available. 

5. That we heartily commend the achievements 'of the Editors of the Keystone 
Lessons in including Missionary Education within the scope of regular Christian Edu- 
cation so that this basic element of Christianity may no longer be considered optional 
for the follower of Christ. 

6. That peace and harmony among men and nations being unattainable save 
in a society premeated by the spirit of Christ, we insist that all questions of post-war 
adjustments Are the Business of the Christian Church, commanding our prayerful 
study and unflinching determination that America shall do the right as God gives her 
to know the right. 

7. That problems of race relations and industrial and economic justice demand 
intelligent study by Christians who must remind themselves that individual acts and 
attitudes in these respects often need rethinking and, perhaps, reform if the spirit of 
the Living Christ is to be discerned in the lives of His followers. 

8. That our churches be urged to avail themselves of the privilege of providing 
for their pastors through the program of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board. 

9. That, as even our highest resolutions are futile save when implemented and 
empowered by continually renewed resort to the Divine Source of all power and wisdom, 
we give ourselves to the enriching and deepening of spiritual life by prayer, and the 
study of the Word of God. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

Rev. J. Melvin Prior spoke on the Unified Budget. 

It was voted to adjourn at the close of the evening session. 

In the evening the young people led a service of Worship in Drama. After a 
worship period "The Bishop’s Candlesticks” was given.
